At lust tile Daily is enabled to an 
nounce the plans for the new campus 
which are now under consideration, 
Interviews with bo vera I members of 
the committee, notably Prof. Mc 
Liëod, resulted in the following stuti 

mentS which are as >et nn ifflcial. 

"McUfll is certainly goiug to fate 
very well if the splendid plan winch 
has been outlined b> the Campus 
Committee is carried out. Ever since 
Sir William Macdotlftld ma. le bis 
magnificent donation a committee has 
been hard at work on plans for utili- 
zing the Molson nnd l.aw properties 
to the best advantage. Tiie commit- 
tee consists of the following: Prin- 
cipal Peterson, Sir William Van 
Horn, and Messrs. Gordon, Molson 
and Vaughn, Prof. Nobs and Prof, 
McLeod. it is understood that a plan 
has finally besn approved by this 
Committee ami has been sent up to 
the Uonrd ,.f Governors of the Uni- 
versity for their olliciul sunctii n, 

The general layout of the ground 
will he something like this: 

In the front, nearest I'inc Avenue, 
will be situated a magnificent gym- 
nasium with ., swimming bath. Next 
to it will be the rink. Behind these 
parallel to Pine Avenue will be situ- 
ated a full-sized football fi Id. Around 
the football field will be a quarter* 



mile track, with a straight stretch at 
the side of 120 yards. Outside of this 
Will be a LS foot border of turf.

1 1 all field, Space w ill 
also he provided for the construction 
of new tennis courts. Besides the 
main features outlined above there 
are a number of smaller details which 
will be announced when the official 
plan is published. When that will be 
we cannot predict with ,ny accuracy 
but the committee in charge are try- 
ing to get the preliminaries rushed 
through as quickly as possible,

Working capital to insure the univer- 
sity from running Into debt ngaiu. 
The funds for the erection of tho 
dormitories, gym,, etc, will all have 
to come from some outside source.

University intends to do with the New Campus. We are 
now in a position to realize in the fullest possible measure 
the significance of Principal Peterson's statement, to the ef- 
fect that the recent t!"i'.;iti in of Sic William Macdoilnld in- 

tluenced student interests In n far greater measure than any 
one event since the foundation of the University. The course 
i.f events is showing that this >,clf same gift means nothing 
mure nor less than a new lease of life and a new basts for 
development for every student organization, The three su- 
prême nerds which hive been impressing themselves more 
aud nuire un tho consciousness Of the student body ate to 
he '/ranted at once. A new gymnasium, dormitories, and a 
new athletic field with all desirable accessories, will extend 
the scope and increase the efficiency of student activities to 
a degree which it is ilifficiilt to measure in an adequate 
manner. 

■ . . • • 

However great a boon there will he, it must not he for- 
gotten that their presence will bo the cause of as many prob- 
lems ami difficulties as it is of obvious advantages, Up to 
the present the evolution of the undergraduate community 
from the form of an Indiscriminate number >>f chaotic frag- 
ments to that of a thoroughly organized and thoroughly 
pelf-conscious entity, has boen steady and gradual, We are 
now, however, to be faced with a more sudden and more all- 
embracing expansion than has been hitherto recorded. The 
fact of the matter is that within a very few years the un- 
dergraduate body will undoubtedly oxpei'ience a redistribu- 
tion of its executive powers, and an entirely altered basis 
for its financial activities. The latter is even now is sight. 
Its realization seems to be the matter of a very short time. 
The extension of the present athletic fee, included in the 
bursar's annual requirement from every registered under- 
graduate; to embrace all the major enterprises within the 
legitimate province of the Students' Society Executive, is 
the next logical and necessary step in the evolutii n of the 
GREATER McQILL, It is sincerely to be hoped that the 
governing body of the University will not fail to recognize 
the justice and the wisdom of acceding to the universal fee 
project which has now become the main plank in the plat- 
form of undergraduate statesmanship. 

• ■ • • • 

There will be many other problems and many other diffi- 
culties to be contended with during the great epoch of trans- 
formation, the threshold of which we have only just crossed. 
Hut for the immediate future it is the universal fee that re- 
quires the enthusiastic moral support of every well-wisher 
of, the University. Before we oan avail ourselves of the un- 
told possibilities of what is involved in the New Campus, 
we must first of all, be absolutely certain of a stable and 
permanent financial status. The failure or succors of any of 
our major enterprises should not be forced to rely absolute- 
ly on whether or not our athletic representatives win their 
league championships.

Commissions in all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Per 
mancnt force are oflered annually. 

The diploma of graduation is con- 
sidered by the authorities conducting 
the examinations for Dominion Lunil

The follow ng new régulai Ions with 
regard to the awarding of First Year 
Exhibitions in the Faculty of Arts 
have been approved: 

Five Exhibitions, of the value of 
$150,00 each (three open only to can- 
didates not residing on the Island ol 
Mont real I, three of the value of 
$100.00 eacli and two of the value of 
$75.00 each (one of each value open 
only to candidates not residing on 
Montreal Island i will be awarded on 
the result of the matriculation pv'inv 
ination in .lime each year. Five Ex- 
hibitions, of the value of $150.00 
each, are offered for competition to 
candidates who qualify i n Certificates 
grained by Provincial Departments of 
Education, provided these certificates 
show that the candidates have ob- 
tained at least ""> per cent on the 
total marks obtainable in the sub- 
jects required for entrance and a 
minimum of A(\ per cent in each, Ap- 
plications for these lust named Ëx- 
hibitions may be made at any time 
up to the first of September preced- 
ing the opening of the session, anil 
the award will be made shortly there- 
after to the five applicants who 
stand highest. 

In accordance with these regula- 
tions, what used to be known ns 
Advanced Exhi irions ami Scholar- 
ships will be done away with and the 
money which used to bo given for 
these Exhibitions will he used to in- 
crease the number of regular Matric- 
ulation Exhibitions, so that more of 
those who are able to write only on 
the regular work prescribed will he 
encouraged to take a course in Arts. 
It will he seen moreover that these 
Exhibitions will not he confined to 
candidates who take the McOill ex- 
amination. Work done along the lines 
laid down for Provincial Certificates 
granted by Educational Departments 
will be recognized.

Mr. A. Maurice Low of "Lon- 
don Post" Speaks at Yale 



New Haven, March 7.— (Special 
Correspondence)— Mr. A. Maurice 
Low, American correspondent of the 
"London Post" delivered the first of 
a series of two Uromlcy lectures on 
Journalism at Yale University on 
Tuesday night. 

Mr. Low dealt with the ino;lern 
newspaper problems and the main 
cause for the shortcomings of pre- 
sent-day papers. 

ft was his opinion that the news 
paper is passing through a tr-in- 
Hitionnl epoch and that it has not yet 
awakened to its legitimate and real 
strength. Mr. Low contended that 
journalism needed more university 
men and that the universities needed 
courses on journalism. 

"If such coiirFes could be intro- 
duced in all the universities, the pub- 
lic taste could he trained; and uni 
versity men, to whom the doors of 
the modern newspaper a^c now prnc- 
tically shut, would he in demand In 
in this great field."
